in this region. On this island there 


dars planted more than half a cen- 
tury ago by the priests or Fathers 
of the Greek church. These trees 
are planted in one of the most shelter- 
ed spots on the island, on the south- 
ern slope of a hill, but even here the 
strong winds have bent them until the 
branches almost touch the ground on 
one side. They do not stand up stroog 
and stately as they do in California, 
yet the natives are very proud of their 
trees, and think them very beautiful 
and wonderful indeed. Some of the 
native Aleutes rowed me out to see 
them in a whale-boat, which was cov 
ered with the skins of the sea-lion. 
The water was very clear ju those in- 
land lakes, but it was terribly cold. 
Once we ran aground, and two or 
three of the natives jumped overboard 
into the ice-cold water, and 

and t at the boat until it was 
again afloat. None of these native 
islanders can swim, for even when the 
water is not frozen over it is ao cold it 
would chill them to death in a very 
short time if they made the attempt to 
swim. 

Upon this mountain is a volcano, 
about 14,000 feet high. Its name is 
Ma-koo-shin. There waa a white fog 
about the lofty crest of the mountain 
as we sailed past it, but beneath it | 
could see the black line of smoke that 
came from the mouth of the crater. 
This volcano smokes away as persist - 
ently as a Dutchman, and sometimes 
flames are seen coming from its top.
